MADRID, Spain, Wednesday—Admiral Camera left Madrid last night. 
will arrive in Cadiz this (Wednesday) afternocn. 

Before starting he went to the Palace twice to explain to the Queen Regent why 
he can not send to sea more than eight war vessels and seven auxiliary cruisers 
drawn from the merchant navy. 

He surprised the Queen by assuring her that these are all the available naval 
forces mobilized and ready for service. 

It will take many weeks to complete even the old ironclads Numancia and Vit- 
toria, while months-of work will be necessary to finish repairs on the cruisers Car- 
dinal Cisneros and Princess de Asturias, the torpedo gunboats Dona Maria de 
Molina and the half dozen smaller craft—those referred to in the Madrid press. 

The systematic exaggeration and optimism of the press have made the Manila 
disaster more galling and disappointing for the nation and have placed the navy ina 
alse position in the eyes of the people.

DAY, May 25, via Key West, May 26.—After five days of apparently aimless shifting about among 
the northern and eastern channels of Cuba, Admiral Sampson is again bound westward, toward 
Havana. This movement is due to the news.brought by a cruiser this morning that Commander 
Schley’s squadron is believed to have the Spanish squadron bottled up in Santiago de Cuba. 

The movement of Sampson’s fleet to the eastward began Monday. All day Saturday and Sun- 
day the flagship sailed about in front of Havana, patiently awaiting orders, but not until Monday, 
did she fly her sailing signal an@ head to the eastward at moderate speed. 

Half a dozen newspaper dispatch boats followed in the wake of the fleet, which looked rather 
small to tackle the Spanish squadron, but which was soon to be augmented. 

Off Matanzas a cruiser came up from the northwest at full speed and fell in behind, and an 
hour later a gunboat approached and fell in line. Darkness came on the fleet near Cardenas, and 
when the day broke we had overtaken twe monitors which had been sent ahead. 

Two hours later another cruiser, with a blue pennant flying, came from the west, and about 
noon another cruiser joined the fleet, having come direct from Key West. 

By this time the fleet had swelled to formidable proportions. At the entrance of Old Bas! 
hama Channel it was joined by the steamer Supply, and the afternoon was consumed in replenish- 
ing provisions and ammunition. It was dark when the fleet again headed west at aslow pace. The 
news brought by the cruiser evidently led Admiral Sampson to change his intentions, for shortly 
afterward he turned about and headed westward.

So 
far our treatment would be all right if you could 
get anything to buy, but you can't. It is 12 
miles from town and the houses that are scat- 
tered around would give yeu nothing for love 
nor money. I hope you will let the papers know 
how we are treated down here, but do not 
mention any names. Ke careful of this. It 
might mean a court martial. But I would like 
it to be ripped up in some Way. 

I am not looking for moftey. It would be no 
use here. I will just give you a suinple of the 
grub: We had abont one-half ounce of bacon, 
one-half pint coffee and one silce of Dread, 
not too thick. Dinner, the same meat, one 
spoonful of bolled beans and one biscuit, home- 
made and half baked—fust about the same size 
you get at home. You can imagine bow that 
satisfies my appetite. Supper, two ounces meat 
of same kind, one biscuit, one speonful canned 
tomatoes, one potato and one-half pint ‘calles.

Two Men Fought When But 
a Pace Apart. 


DR. FERGUSON DEAD, 
W. M. SMITH DYING. 


MISS EMMA WALTERS FIGURES 
AS THE CAUSE OF THE 
TRAGEDY. 


A NEIGHBOR ASKED 
THAT SHE BE MOVED. 


A Dentist, Her Lovor, Championed the 
Woman’s Cause and Revolvers 
Were Drawn and Emptied 
With Fatal Effect. 


‘When Willlam M. Smith of 2616A Adams 
street and Miss Emma Walters of 2614 
Adams street fel! to quarreling, they started 
a chain of circumstances which ended 
Wednesday night in a tragedy. 

Smith received what are believed to be 
fatal wounds and Dr. John G. Ferguson, a 
dentist of 1300 Washington avenue, was 
killed. 

Miss Walters and the doctor were sweet- 
hearts. She has been employed as a stenog- 
rapher by the Pullman Car Co. 

She occupted part of the flat at 2614 Adams 
etreet alone, subrenting rooms in the rear 
to Adolph Grund, an insurance agent. 

Smith is head switchman in the Missouri 
Pacific yards, and lived with his family 
next door to Miss Walters. 

The latter lived alone. Dr. Ferguson 
called upon her frequently. Smith became 
suspicious of her character; he talked; Dr, 
ferguson resented his remarks and the 


tragedy followed. 

Neither started out to do murder, but 
when they got into it there was no chance 
for retreat and the result was one of the 
most remarkable duels on record. They 
were separated by only a pace or two, and 
both fired until their weapons were empty, 
The doctor fired. his last shot after he had 
fallen and while Smith was trying to pull 
himself up his stairway. 


The relations between the Smiths and 
Miss Walters were strained for several 
weeks before the tragedy. The Smiths had 
been lI'ving in the flat a number of years. 
Miss Walters moved into the lower flat next 
door three months ago. She occupied two 
roomea end sublet the others to the Grunds. 

Immediately after she moved there, Dr. 
Ferguson began calling. He frequently 
drove her home in the evening in his bugey 
and took her out for drives on Sundays. He 
called every other evening. 

Smith's suspicions were aroused by the 
doctos’s attentions, He is a big, good nat- 
ured fellow, with a penchant for saying 
things which he regrets afterwards, and 
he talked too much about the doctor and 
Miss Walters. Neighborhood gossip flies, 
end Miss Walters heard of Mr. Smith's sus- 

icilons. She, of course, told the doctor. 

e and Smith had words several weeks 


ago. 

Two days ago Smith and Miss Walters 
had words. A dog had taken possession of 
Miss Walters’ grass plot. She and Smith 
were in front their homes. She ordered 
the dog away. Smith thought she was talk- 
ing to him and a lively interchange followed. 
This augmented the hard feeling. 

Wednesday afternoon things came to a 
climax with Smith, and he called up the

Lost His Position With the Anheuser-

Charles Ehrhard, the father of nine chil- 
dren, killed himself Thursday morning at 
83:15 o’clock in a coal shed in the rear of his 
home, 1915 Lynch street. 

He shot himself in the temple and must 
have died instantly. 

His little son, Emil, about 7 years old, was 
the first to discover the tragedy. He went 
to get a bucket of coal and almost stum- 
bled over his father’s body. 

Ehrhard was 42 years old and killed him- 
self because he despaired of finding work.

A year ago he brought his family to Belle- 
ville, where they had been living.

He was awaiting trial on the charge of 
having deliberately shot Herman Kenney, 
a white boy of his age. 

The shooting was done Saturday might 
last and Kenney died yesterday. Last night 
about 2 a. m. a number of men from the 
neighborhood in which Kenney’s parents 
live rude into town and demanded the keys 
to the jail, which Sheriff Dashiel refused to 
surrender. The lynchers then broke the jail 
doors down, forced open the cell in which 
King was confined and dragged him out, 
the negro all the while fighting desperately 
and pleading for mercy. 

A light clothesline was tied about his 
neck, thrown over a limb and the boy was 
strung up. The rope broke and he feil 


seemingly unconscious. After lying in this 
condition for a few minutes he regained 
his feet and made an effort to escape. His 
captors shot him through the body and 
beat and kicked him without mercy, then 
placed the rope around his nec and 
atrung him up a second time. 

As he dangled in the air at least 50 pistol 
bullets were fired into his body, which was 
left in the air when the Jynchers dispersed.

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WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


A few days ago the Post-Dispatch asked if a war begun in 
the interest of humanity was to be prolonged for the benefit 
of jobbers and politicians? 

What other conclusion can be reached in view of the dilly- 
dallying, vacillating course of the directors of the campaign”? 
Vigorous preparations for war were succeeded by inexplicable 
delays, changes of plans and diversions of forces from the 
plain task to be accomplished. 

The fleets lay idly before Havana harbor, ‘while Blanco 
strengthened his defenses and while the reconcentrad»s, 
Whose condition in a large measure caused the war, starved. 

The remainder of the dry season was allowed to slip by 
without the promised movement of troops or the striking of 
an effective blow in Cuba. 

When, taking advantage of our delay, Spain sent a flying 
squadron—a mere mouthful for our powerful Atlantic fleet— 
the whole strength of our navy was directed to the ridiculous 
task of catching the enemy’s ships. Instead of following out 
our own plans and forcing the enemy to fight or succumb we 
let a palpable piece of trick strategy confuse and divert us 
from the work we had laid out for ourselves. 

Inexplicable delay has marked the Philippine expedition. 
Although it was known that Dewey was to strike Manila 
there was not a movement to support him. It was not until 
twenty-five days after he had destroyed the Spanish fleet and 
had possession of Manila harbor that the first expedition of 
troops sailed from the Pacific coast. 

What is the meaning of the dilly-dallying? Why has so 
little been done to end the war? Is the reason found in the 
expenditure of $1,000,000 a day while the war is on? Have the 
pocket book patriots who see rich profits in delay got the ear 
of the administration? 

Is it because the politicians see in the prolongation of the 
war until next autumn an overwhelming argument in favor 
of the continuation in power of the Republicangparty? 

With Cervera’s squadron bottled up in SaWtiago we are 
masters of the sea. We can strike where We please. The 
greater part of the fleet is free to do any work that may be 
mapped out for it. 

We can destroy Cervera’s ships. We can strike Havana. 
We can reduce Porto Rico. We can send a fleet to Cadiz and 
couple with a magnificent piece of naval] strategy a conclusive 
blow at Spain. 

The people want smashing work. They want aggressive 
fighting to end the war. That is the humane method—humane 
for ourselves, for Spain and for the starving Cubans. 

Let the navy strike and continue striking until the enemy 
is crushed. It will be short work. 
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The indorsement of the proposed charter amendments by 
political clubs is not a particularly good sign that $20,000,000 
of additional taxes will. be properly spent. Every St. Louis 
voter who has a small acquaintance with city politics is well 
aware of this fact. 

Lord Wolseley says that American volunteers should not 
meet Spanish veterans. But if American volunteers met 
British veterans at New Orleans and won, what have they 
to fear from the most experienced of Spanish soldiers? 
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It is said that Admiral Dewey has been offered the Pres- 
idency of the International Peace Society. He has certainly 
made a substantial contribution to the cause of peace.

CAMP THOMAS, CHICKAMAUGA, May 
26.—The lst Missour! Volunteers are camped 
on Lytle Hill, overlooking Bloody Pond, a 
point where hard fighting took place dur- 
ing the battle of Chickamauga. The first 
night the soldiers were bivouacked here, 
sleeping on their blankets beneath’ the 
stars, surrounded by blazing campfires. 
This was the first test the boys had of 
making camp with only those things they 
had in their knapsacks. The next morn- 
ing the boys awakened from a refreshing 
sleep. They were all cheerful and anxious 
to see their’ final destination. 

Early Sunday morning the Colonel and 
First Lieutenant walked across the country 
.oO Brigadier-General Brooke’s headquarters 
and there received instructions as to the 
iocation of the permanent camp. It was 
noon when the Colonel returned. Imme- 
diately .he assembly call was sounded and 
the lv2l1 men of the Ist Missouri Volunteers 
fellin line by battalions, Lieutenant Colonel 
Cavender commanding the lst, Major Ken- 
neth the 2d, and Major Sinclair the 3d. The 
Si, Louis boys were marched 4% miles be- 
neath a Georgia noonday sun to their final 
dest.:nation. 

We are located ona hill, above the Chick- 
amauga River, a stream the size of the 
River Des Peres. On one side the 6th 
Maryland, on the other the 14th New York 
troops are encamped. The brigade at pres- 
ent is under the command of Col. Fred 
Grant, who is strikingly like his father in 
appearance. 

The 4% mile march was made in good 
time and although it was the first march- 
ing the boys had had beneath a Southern 
sun. only a few were overcome by heat. 

All Sunday ‘afternoon was occup.ed in 
pitching camp. The camp is in a beauti- 
ful woodland. The ground has some small 
shrubbery and weeds, but these are being 
rapidly removed. The first grave thing 
that confronted us was procuring drinking 
water. The only water near was in the 
wells dug by the New York troops. These 
were guarded for their own use. It was 
not a great while until some of our com- 
panies had located three wells. It seems 
in digging them they cut off the water 
supply of the New York troops. 

Col. ‘Grant’s headquarters are located dil- 
rectiy behind our colonel’s headquarters, 
as we occupy the central position of the 
brigade. The staff officers of the three 
regiments call on each other daily, all 
seeming well pleased with their neighbors, 

We wiil compose the list Brigade of the 
3d Army Corps, Each company has been 
assigned two wagons, with a team of four 
mules to each wagon, and the regiment as 
a whole will receive two extra teams, 

The boys have no intimation of the length 
of time they will remain here. ‘The four 
men who were injured in the wreck are do- 
ing well. It is rumored we will not leave 
Camp Thomas before October.

and burned in the wooded ravines to the 
southward. 

In another week the growing grass will 
have almost obliterated the signs of the 
camp that was, unless the second call brings 
another population of volunteers to the site. 

It was well known Wednesday night by 
the men in the 3d that they would depart 
some time Thursday, and advance prep- 
arations were made accordingly. 

After morning mess the entire regiment 
went to work to complete the packing, and 
at 9 o’clock Col. Gross only wanted the 
word that cars were in readiness to move 
his men. 

Mr. EK. J. Fox of the Henderson Route, 
over which the 3d goes, arrived at camp at 
10 o'clock with the information that the 
train of three sections, 14 coaches each, 
wovld be at Barracks Station at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Soon after noon mess the ‘“‘General,”’ or- 
der to break camp, was sounded, 

The tents dropped simultaneously, as 
though by the pressing of a button. Ten 
minutes after they were rolled into the regu- 
lation bundles and tied, ready for shipment. 

The afternoon was spent in transferring 
the regiment's baggage to the train and the 
men will be embarked in the cool of the 
early evening.

sane. Before this could be done Mr, Chap- 
line dismissed his sult fo? divorce. 

His wife's relatives went ahead with the 
guardianship proceedings, and in the Pro- 
bate Court many witnesses testified that 
Mrs. Chapline, who had been a wife in 
name since 1879. was in all her mental at- 
tributes as a little child, having the same 
amusements and diversions and being ut- 
terly incapable of taking care of herself or 
doing any responsible act. 

On the showing made in the Probate 
Court Judge Rassieur appointed her nephew 
—Isaac KB. Stone—guardian to take charge 
of her affairs. 

The case was left tn this state until Mr. 
Chapline came in with the last sult to set 
aside the marriage and hold it as naught, 
because his wife had been insane from 
childhood. 

Nowhere tn any of the papers in the 
case hae it been stated why the marriage 
took place, 

The woman's brother, Isaac H, Stone, 
father of the guardian, Isaac B. Stone, 
testified in depositions recently taken that 
his sister Waa insane at the time of her 
marriage, a fact which was well known to 
all her relations. Then there Is a line in 
the depowition which has been erased say- 
ing that ber condition was well known to 
t plaintif? at the. time, 

rom the statement of the brother it fs to 
be gathered that ever since she was a little 
-girl Mrs. Chapline’a mind has been feeble 
and childlike to such a marked degree that 
not one could fail to notice it.

Some Agitation in the Market, but Lo- 
cal Handlers Mantain There Is 
No Real Advance. 


A dispatch from Charleston, IIL, is to the 
effect that broom corn advanced $10 on the 
ton Tuesday and $5 more Wednesday, mak- 
ing the price for high grade broom $80. Tho 
dispatch stated there was evidently a design 
to corner the market. 

There are three concerns dealing in broom 
corn in St. Louis: David Loewen, Boggs, 
Broom Corn Company and Harvey 8. Page. 
Together they do a business of about half 


a million dollars a year. 

Not one of them had heard of the big ad- 
vance Thursday morning. 

“Prices have been increasing slightly for 
the pee month,” said Mr. Boggs, ‘‘but the 
market is always strong at this time of the 
year, when the old crop is Nearly exhausted. 
So far as an advance of $10 a ton is con- 
cerned we would have heard of it at once, 
but we have not. The cover and insides 
crop, as the corn from which they make 
the inside of the broom is known, was large 
last year and there is no shortage. The 
hurl, or outside crop, was short, but the 
market is by no means cornered.”’ 

Mr. Loewen concurred with Mr. Boggs. 

“What reaHy happened,’ he said, ‘was 
robably this: Some broom manufacturer 
1ad to have a certain quality of corn for 
a special brand of brooms and he paid a 
big price for it. As a consequence every 
man in the district became excited and 
doubtless everyone of them now expects to 
sell his broom corn at the same price paid 
for his one lot. And they will hold it until 
they starve to death before they will let 
it go at a lower ficure. They always get 
crazy when there is a big price paid for a 
lot and doubtless to-dey they have forgot- 
ten the war with Spain and everything else 
because one manufacturer paid a fancy 
price for a fancy lot. 
., And, say,” as the reporter started away, 

don’t say they are paying for vroom 
over in Illinois, or every dealer in Missouri, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma and Kansas will write 
in offering their crops at You tell any- 
one who wants broom corn to come to us. 
We'll sell_ him the cream for $70 and the 
lower grades down to $40.”
